A guide service is established in 
the national m ilitary parks. "T o as­ 
sist viators in visualizing the posi­ 
tion and movements of troops by 
describing the action and pointing 
out the landmarks, features of ter­ 
rain, monuments, markers and tab­ 
lets, thus enabling them to appre­ 
ciate fully and quickly the magni­ 
tude of the 
struggles which took 
place on the battlefield. 
Guides 
are 
appointed 
to 
this 
service 
through 
an 
examination 
vhich establishes their fitness to 
carry out the purpose. 
Their 
se­ 
lection is further based on charac­ 
ter and good n pute. 
The exam ina­ 
tion Is com pet ii ive and establishes 
an eligible list of qualified guides. 
From this roste;* is selected an ac­ 
tive roster of guides in order of the 
examination 
ratings. 
T he 
exam­ 
ination, selection 
and supervision 
is earned on by the national park 
authorities, who in turn are under 
the control of the war department. 
To assure the visitor th at he will 
hear a true story of the battle a 
regulation was establLshed by the 
war department th at "no persons 
shall be permitted 
to offer their 
services or to act as guides in any 
military park or monument unless 
licensed for that purpose by the su- 
perintenaent.” 
Correct Misundf rstanding 
This information is submitted to

ANOTHER GAS RATE REDUCTION 


Tile extent to which existing economic conditions have 
affected the territory supplied by the gas company is fully 
recognized and in a desire to cooperate with patrons and 
to stimulate a greater utilization of gas service, we take 
pleasure in announcing that new reduced rates have been 
filed with the Public Service Commission of Pennsylvania. 
In announcing the ^inauguration of these new low rates 
for gas service we believe it is important to advise it has 
not been practicable to effect a reduction in operating costs 
proportionate therewith and unless it is possible to obtain 
new customers and increase the volume of gas sales to 
present customers, there is no justification for this reduction. 
Tile prevailing low prices of competitive fuels such as 
coal and oil are, in our opinion, of a temporary nature only.
